MANY ANNIVERSARIES. 
Upon first thoug ht, or a look at the calendar, 
one does not place the month of April in the 
class of being full of anniversaries. 
It is not a 
red letter month as far as the calendar is con­ 
cerned. 
However, in history , the hionth is a most fate­ 
ful one in American history as five of our six 
major wars beg an then, and the same month 
broug ht to a close the Civil war and the assass­ 
ination of President Lincoln. 
Every American schoolboy , of course, is fa­ 
miliar with the story of April 19. 17 7 5 and knows 
how Paul Revere rode along the historic hig h­ 
way and warned the 
patriots that the British 
were coming at day break under General Gag e 
to destroy the 
supplies which were 
concealed 
near Concord bridg e. 
It was at Lexing ton, on the public square, in 
the early morning 
that the first blood of the 
Revolution was shed, and there the redcoats 
scattered the handful of minute men. The story 
at Concord was different, however. There 
the 
British met the first resistance of the war and 
were soon in retreat, a retrat which had become 
a rout before the soldiers g ot back to Boston. So 
it was April 19. 17 7 5 which really marked the be­ 
g inning of the history of the United States as a 
nation. 
This April is the sixty -fifth anniversary of the 
ending of the civil war by the surrender of Gen­ 
eral Lee at Appamatox, and the sixty -fifth an­ 
niversary of the assassination of President Lin­ 
coln in Ford's theatre at Washing ton. 
It was on April 9 that Lee surrendered to Grant 
at Appomattox, and this date lacked three day s of 
being four y ears from the date when the Civil 
war bg an. 
President Lincoln was assassinated on the four­ 
teenth day of the same month and g rief suc­ 
ceeded the rejoicing that had come with the end 
of the war. 
Since that date April has broug ht us two more 
wars, the Spanish-American strug g le which com­ 
menced April 19, 1898, and our war with Ger­ 
many which beg an April 2, 1917 . 


DRESSES FOR GRADUATION. 


The usual plea for hig h school g raduates this 
spring to appear in simple costumes at com­ 
mencement exercises is being made by school 
authorities, but their appeals will be of no avail 
unless parents of hig h school pupils recog nize 
the merit of the movement that started some 
time ag o, to take the fashion show out of com­ 
mencements. 
It does not require a very g ood memory to re­ 
call when commencement was a contest to see 
which g irl could g et tog ether the most expensive 
outfit. Many parents spent far more than their 
financial situation permitted. Girls coming from 
homes which could not meet such expense were 
embarrassed and made to feel that they were not 
the social equals of more expensively g owned 
g irls. 
This condition has larg ely been eliminated, 
thanks to the g ood sense of school officials and 
parents of hig h school students as well. Garbed 
in an artless, unassuming way , g irl g raduates in 
uniform dress present a much more sensible and 
pleasing appearance. 
Embarrassing contrasts 
are not drawn and the public school ideal, which 
recog nizes all children on an equal footing , is 
more truly ty pified.

10 y ears o f pro hibitio n it seems to 
him just abo ut time that there was. 
And so he has intro duced a bill de­ 
signed to driv e the bo o tleggers o ut 
o f Washingto n, reaso ning that it 
will be easier to do that in Wash­ 
ingto n than any where else and that 
Washingto n is the lo gical place to 
begin. 
Seek a “ Mo del City “ 
Senato r Ho well has acted o n the 
ex pressed desire o f President Ho o ­ 
v er that Washingto n be made a 
mo del city as regards pro hibitio n 
enfo rcement. Strangely eno ugh, he 
finds that the mo st impo rtant o p­ 
po sitio n to his bill emanates fro m 
the Ho o v er administratio n itself. 
Fo r Atto rney General Mitchell has 
stated publicly that certain pro v i­ 
sio ns o f the measure are alto gether 
to o drastic, whereas Senato r Ho well 
say s that if these pro v isio ns are 
o mitted there might as well be no 
bill passed at all. 
The pro v isio n to v ^hich Mitchell 
mo st strenuo usly o bjects is the o ne 
which giv es the po lice po wer to raid 
a priv ate dwelling fro m which a 
bo o tlegger takes liquo r o r to which 
he deliv ers liquo r. 
Senato r Bo rah 
jo ins Mitchell ir. the pro test. 
But 
he; e is wbat Senato r Ho well say s:

“ The o nly pro hibitio n law effec­ 
tiv e in Washingto n is the Natio nal 
Pro hibitio n act. Fo rty -si*x o ut o f 4 8 
states supplement it with their o wn 
enfo rcement co des and mo st state 
laws are mo re drastic than the na­ 
tio nal act inso far as search war­ 
rants are co ncerned. 
“ The states adjacent to the Dis­ 
trict o f Co lumbia are Virginia and 
Mary land. 
Under the natio nal act 
y o u can secure a search warrant fo r 
a priv ate dwelling o nly o n ev idence 
o f sale. 
In Virginia o r Mary land 
y o u can get a search warrant o n the 
mere ev idence o f po ssessio n. 
In 
o ther wo rds, fo r y ears there has 
been in Mary land and Virginia a 
mo re drastic law than in Washing­ 
to n.

o ne can see, o r drastic abo ut the 
law I am pro po sing.

One of the most im po rtant 
steps in growing thirfty pigs is to 
start feeding grain when they 
are about three to four weeks of 
age, according to the D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture Extension of 
Purdue. 
Starting early w ith a 
proper ration is one of the essen­ 
tials to good health an d to m a in ­ 
tain the n a tu ra l body resistance 
to disease. Young pigs, too, pro­ 
duce gains with less feed tha n 
older ones. A feed m ixture which 
has proven successful on m any 
hundreds of Indiana farm s is 
m ade of 80 pounds of coarsely 
ground 
or 
cracked 
corn, 
20 
pounds of coarsely ground w heat 
and 10 pounds of good tankage. 
Mix these feeds thoroughly and 
always use feeds of good quality 
for starting pigs. 
The w heat may be replaced 
with an equal am ount of flour 
middlings, hulled oats or screen­ 
ed ground oats. An eight m esh 
screen, made of hardw are cloth, 
will separate a large am ount of 
the hulls from the meal of coarse 
ly ground oats. 
The digestive 
system of young pigs cannot u til­ 
ize oat hulls to any advantage. 
Skim milk 
fed m ornings and 
evenings may replace the ta n k ­ 
age. Soybeans have not proven 
to be a satisfactory protein sup­ 
plem ent in a food for starting 
young pigs. 
The above feed m ixture fed 
through a self feeder is highly 
recommended. 
Use a feeder in 
which the flow of feed can be 
controlled to avGicl waste and lo­ 
cate it in an enclosure com m on­ 
ly called a 
-creep," which will 
allow the pigs to eat at any time 
but keep the sows away. Use the 
self feeder and the above feed 
m ixture until the pigs weigh 50 
to 60 pounds.

MANY ANNIVERSARIES. 


Dpon first thought, or a look at the calendar, 


one does not place the month of April in the 
class of being full -of anniversaries. It is not a 
red letter month as far as the calendar is con- 
cerned. 


However, in history, the month is a most fate- 


ful one in American history as five of our six 
major "wars began then, and the same month 
brought to a close the Civil war and the assass- 
ination >of President Lincoln. 


Every American schoolboy, of course, is fa- 


miliar with the story of April 19, 1775 and knows 
how Paul Revere rode along the historic high-' 
way and warned the patriots that the British 
were coming at daybreak under General Gage 
to -destroy the supplies which were concealed 
near Concord bridge. 


It was at Lexington, on the public square, in 


the early morning that the first blood of the 
Revolution was slied, and there the redcoats 
scattered the handful of minute men. The story 
at Concord was different, however. There 
the 


British met the first resistance of the war and 
were soon in retreat, a retrat which had become 
a rout before the soldiers got back to Boston. So 
it was April 19, 1775 which really marked the be- 
ginning of the history of the United States as a 
nation. 


This April is the sixty-fifth anniversary of the 


ending of the civil war by the surrender of Gen- 
eral Lee at Appamatox, and the sixty-fifth an- 
niversary of the assassination of President Lin- 
coln in Ford's theatre at Washington. 


It was on April 9 that Lee surrendered to Grant 


at Appomattox, and this date lacked three days of 
toeing four years from the date when the Civil 
war bgan. 


President Lincoln was assassinated on the four- 


teenth day of the same month and grief suc- 
ceeded the rejoicing that had come with the end 
of the war. 


Since that date April has brought us two more 


wars, the Spanish-American struggle which com- 
menced April 19, 1898, and our war with Ger- 
many which began April 2, 1917. 


. DRESSES FOR GRADUATION. 


The usual plea for high school graduates this 


spring to appear in simple costumes at com- 
mencement exercises is being made by school 
authorities, but their appeals will be of no avail 
unless parents of high school pupils recognize 
the merit of the movement that started some 
time ago, to take the fashion show out of com- 
mencements. 


It does not require a very good memory to re- 


call when commencement was a contest to see 
which girl could get together the most expensive 
outfit. Many parents spent far more than their 
financial situation permitted. Girls coming from 
homes which could not meet such expense were 
embarrassed and made, to feel that they were not 
the social equals of more expensively gowned 
girls. 


This condition has largely been eliminated, 


thanks to the good sense of school officials and 
parents of high school students as well. Garbed 
in an artless, unassuming way, girl graduates in 
uniform dress present a much more sensible and 
pleasing Appearance. Embarrassing contrasts 
are not drawn and the public school ideal, which 
recognizes all children on an equal footing, is 
more truly typified.

'ASHING^ON—Senator Robert 
Beecher. Howell of Nebraska 


thinks there 'ought to be one large 
city In the United States where~prb- 
hibition would be enforced to the 
extent that It would serve as an ex- 
. ample to all the other cities. 


There is now, he believes, no out- 


standing .instance of such enforce- 
ment in a good-sized city. But after 
10 years of prohibition H seems to 
him just about time that there was. 
And so he has introduced a bill de- 
signed to drive 'the bootleggers out 
of Washington, reasoning that it 
will be easier to do-that in Wash- 
ington than anywhere else and that 
Washington is the logical place to 
begin. Seek a "Model City" 


Senator Howell has acted on the 


expressed desire of President Hoo- 
.ver that Washington be made a 
model city as regards prohibition 
enforcement. Strangely enough, he 
finds that the most important op- 
position to his bill emanates from, 
the Hoover administration itself. 
For Attorney General Mitchell has 
stated publicly that certain provi- 
sions of the .measure are altogether 
too drastic, whereas Senator Howell 
says, that if these 'provisions are 
omitted there might as well be no 
bill passed at all. 


The provision to which Mitchell 


most strenuously objects is the one' 
which gives the police power to raid 
a private dwelling from which a 
bootlegger takes liquor or to which 
he delivers liquor. Senator Borah 
joins Mitchell in the protest. But 
here is what Senator Howell says: _, 


."The only prohibition law effec- 


tive in Washington is the National 
Prohibition act. Forty-sftc.out of 48 
states supplement it with their own 
enforcement codes and most state 
laws are more drastic than the na- 
tional act insofar as search war- 
rants are concerned: 


"The states adjacent to the Dis- 


trict of Columbia are Virginia and" 
Maryland. Under the national act. 
you can secure a search warrant for 
a private dwelling only on evidence 
of sale. In Virginia or Maryland 
you can get a search warrant on the 
mere evidence o'£ possession. 
In 


other .words, for years there has- 
been in Maryland and Virginia a 
more drastic law than in Washing- 
ton. 


"There is nothing unusual, any- 


one can see, or drastic about the 
law I am proposing. 
The boot- 


leggers, to meet the situation here, 
have developed their own technique. 
They rent a house and manufacture 
therein and never sell on the 
premises. Officers may know a still 
is inside—or even smell it—but 
they can't search the place as they 
could in most of the states. The 
bootlegger is protected by his tech- 
nique. He stores his liquor in a 
private dwelling from which he 
transports but where he. never 
makes a sale. 
j 


"I want to break -up the boot- 


legger's technique. If we want to 
stop this bootlegging we must have 
additional provisions to meet it. 
Under my bill we can get a search 
warrant when liquor is delivered to 
or taken from a building. But we 
don't go so far. as they do in most 
states where a warrant ''an be had 
on evidence of simple possession." 


Everything may have its place in the home,

steps in growing thirf ty pigs is to 
start feeding grain When they 
are about three to four.weeks of 
age, according to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Extension of 
Purdue. Starting early .with a 
proper ration is one of the essen- 
tals to good health and to main- 
tain the natural body resistance 
to disease. Young pigs, too, pro- 
duce gains with less feed than 
older ones. A feed mixture which 
has proven successful on many 
hundreds of Indiana farms is 
made of 80 pounds^ of coarsely 
ground 
or cracked corn, 20 


pounds of coarsely ground wheat 
and 10 pounds of good tankage. 
Mix these feeds thoroughly and 
always use feeds of good quality 
for starting pigs. 


The wheat may be replaced 


with an equal amount of flour 
middlings, hulled oats or screen- 
ed1 ground oats. An eight mesh 
screen, made of hardware cloth, 
will separate a large amount of 
the hulls fipm the meal of coarse 
ly ground oats. The digestive 
system of youn^ pigs cannot util- 
ize oat hulls to any advantage. 
Skim milk fed mornings and 
evenings may replace the tank- 
age. Soybeans have not proven 
to be a satisfactory protein sup- 
plement in a food for starting 
young pigs. 


The above feed mixture fed 


through a self feeder is highly 
recommended. Use a- feeder in 
which the flow of feed can be 
controlled to avoid waste and lo- 
cate it in an enclosure common- 
ly called a -creep," which will 
allow the pigs to eat at any time 
but keep the sows away. Use the 
self feeder and the above feed 
mixture until the pigs weigh 50 
to 60 pounds.
